PRESIDENT WILSON'S SPEECH 
President Wilson's address to con- 


gress yesterday, is equal in states- 
manship to any of his previous ut- 
terances, some of which are already 
landmarks of history. It was perhaps 
more deeply thought out, more elab- 
orated imd more argumentative in the 
enforcement of Ills position than any 
of his former great deliveries to con- 
gress. 


In this statement of American aims 


In the war, 
President Wilson makes 


still more clear the stand of this na- 
tion for 
a victory 
that will 
sweep 


away Gernmn autocracy and bring a 
peace that will be just alike to friend 
and foe, not vindictive as some of the 
powers might wish it to be in deal- 
ing with Germany vanquished. 


First of all is the firm determina- 


tion to win the war, but in conjunc- 
tion with this, President Wilson takes 
care to say that "just as soon as the 
German people shall have spokesmen 
whose word we can believe, and when 
those spokesmen are ready in the 
name o£ their people to accept the 
common judgment of the nations as to 
what shall henceforth be the bases of 
law and of covenant for the life of 
the world—we shall 
be willing and 


glad to pay the full price for peace 
and pay it ungrudgingly. 


-_ 
"We know what that price will be. 


'• It will be full, impartial justice—jus- 
- tice done at every point and to every 


nation that the final settlement must 
affect 
our enemies 
as well as our 


friends." 


Confronted by such a statement as 


that, even 
such 
an ingenious liar 


as the kaiser will hardiy dare to say 
that the allies are responsible for the 


- further continuance of the war. 


The president expressed sympathy 


for Russia, the victim of German in- 
trigue, and intimated that had the al- 
lied leaders been 
more sympathetic 


even in open violation of the plainest 
dictates of patriotism and loyalty to 
the government. 


But President Butler's 
report was 


notable from another standpoint. 
Ho 


has suggested a plan for sifting the 
student body

ments. 


One of the educational changes he 


suggests is a junior and a senior col- 
lege, one having a two-year course,

That ' is one of the 
great college 


needs of the country. 
A preat many 


young men who spend four years at 
college without taking any step tow- 
ards technical preparation for a pro- 
fession, find themselves on the verge 
of manhood without a calling of any 
kind. A start of two years, say the 
last 
two years of their 
four-year 


course, would 
be a great advantage 


and as college and professional studies 
could be carried on simultaneously, 
much would be gained in the direc- 
tion of fitting for a profession while 
there would be but 
comparatively 


little interference with the actual col- 
lege course. 


This matter of a junior and a se- 


nior college is in line with the idea 
of a junior and senior high school. 


In both cases the proposed changes 


would render the educational courses 
more practical and much better adapt- 
ed to the 
educational 
needs of the 


youth of this ago and nation. 


from the first with Russia, she might 
have been held firmly linked to the 
cause of democracy to the end of the 
war. 


The declaration of war against Aus- 


tria-Hungary was dexterously 
offset 


by one of Justice and sympathy for 
that dual empire as being the vassal 
of Germany.

Bulgaria and Turkey,

they have been so dominated by Ger- 


• many that they have not been free to 


adopt any other course than support 
of the Prussians. He did state, how- 
ever,

must relinquish her

powers. 


The president's promises o£ justice 


to these and all the subject nations in 
the final council of war, must be re- 
assuring and cause them to ponder 
why they should longer continue tho 
destructive conflict. 


Perhaps the most significant part of 


President Wilson's speech is that in 
which he declares that America will 
never admit the imperial empire into 
any league of nations unless the Ger- 
man people curtail the power of the 
present autocracy. He even holds out 
the threat of a commercial boycott af- 
ter the war, unless they got rid oC 
the power that has attempted ami 
t<» 


an alarming extent succeeded to cap- 
ture other nations by combined force 
and intrigue. 


As thin speech is to be widely cir- 


culated among all the belligerent pow- 
ers, it will undoubtedly have a far 
reaching 
effect. 
In 
reference 
to 


troubles within our borders, the presi- 
dent referred 
to them 
in a manner 


that shows 
no misgiving as to the 


power of the government to suppress 
them and to unite all citizens for the 
supreme effort to win the war at tho 
earliest possible moment—thus to re- 
store peace and justice to all the na- 
tions and also to restore and rehabili- 
tate the world-wide civilization which 
Germany and her allies ha.vo endeav- 
ored to destroy. 


LOST WORLD RESPECT 


The kaiser's man, Chancellor Hert- 


ling, wants this kind of a peace: 


"Not a self-denial peace, 
not 
a 


peace of conquest but a peace which 
contains the guarantee of permanence 
and 
of ;i 
competition between the 


European nations in the 
service of 


kultur ,and humanity, on the basis of 
mutual respect 
and 
mutual 
confi- 


dence." 


That any part of German autocracy

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—A blacklist 


of 1600 firms in 20 Central and South 
American countries with whom mer- 
chants oC the United States are for- 
bidden specifically to do business ex- 
cept under special license was promul- 
gated last night by the war trade 
board. 


Tt is officially styled "Enemy, Trad- 
ing List" and constitutes the first sec- 
tion of a record which eventually will 
include the names of firms in most of 
the countries of the world, including 
the United States itself. 
Latin America is dealt with first be- 
cause of the large number of Ger- 
man firms in the southern republics 
active in aiding Germany's cause. Evi- 
dence put before the war trade board 
has shown that many of these firms, 
including the public utlHtiea compa- 
nies, have financed to a large degree 
German propaganda work in the United 
States. 
All those named in the list 
issued last night have been charged 
with secretly 
or 
openly 
assisting 
America's enemies. 
Prohibits Also Indirect Aid 


The action ia taken under author- 
ity conferred on the president by the 
trading with the enemy act, and is 
designed solely for the guidance of 
American concerns to enable them to 
observe the provisions of the law. The 
act forbids not only trading, except 
under special license, with an enemy or 
an ally of an enemy, 
but 
prohibits 
commerce as well with a purpose of 
conducting trade on behalf of or for 
the benefit of an enemy. 
Any licenses issued for trading with 
firms named in the list will be apart 
from the regular export and import 
licenses, wich must be obtained for 
the shipment in or out of the United 
States of most commodities. 
It is possible that in many instances 
licenses may be issued, as it may lie 
found that trading in certain com- 
modities with tho.se named in the list 
will not work to any advantage for 
Germany or her allies. 
Those Not Named -Still Liable 


To minimize as far as possible any ; 


inconvenience to merchants in this 
country arising from the declaration, 
the board will classify the names of 
non-enemy firms dealing in the same 
commodities who may serve as .sub- 
stitutes for the blacklisted concerns. 


In every case the board will lake 
pa i IKS to assure itself 
through con- 


sular officers or other agencies tli.it 
the 
substitutes 
arc 
not 
acting as 


agents or brokers /or those blacklist- 
ed, 
[t will not, however, assume re- 


sponsibility for their financial stand- 
ing.in issuing the enemy trading list 
officials make it plain that it cannot 
he made complete, and 
those mer- 
chants trading with enemy firms not 
named in it are in no measure relieved 
from prohibitions and penalties con- 
tained in the trading with the enemy 
act. 


It is considered certain, however, 


that until all -sections of the list have 
he en issued the law, of necessity, will 
be enforced with some degree of lax- 
ity.

a night force, and this includes about 
twenty-live 
women. 
These 
night 


workers are employed at the rate of 
fifty cents an hour. 
The bureau of 


mines 
is endeavoring 
to make this 


work helpful to women who are out 
of. work or awaiting employment, or 
require this extra help. 
No woman 


employed by the government during 
the day ia permitted to join the night 
force. 


At the new 
Pittsburg experiment 
station, which has just been complet- 


ed by the 
government at a cost dt 


half a million dollars, women are be- 
ing employed as fast as male vacan-i 
cies require and permit the substitu-' 
tion of female service. In the bureau 
of mines' former force of two hun- 
dred employes at this station, which 
occupied the old Arsenal grounds, not 
a single woman was employed. 
They 


are_npw being employed as rapidly as 
vacancies occur which they can fill.

PRESIDENT WILSON'S SPEECH 
President Wilson's address to con- 


gress yesterday, Is equal in states- 
manship to any of his previous ut- 
terances, some of which are already 
landmarks of history. It was perhaps 
more deeply thought out, more elab- 
orated and more argumentative in tho 
enforcement ot his position than any 
of his former great deliveries to con- 
gress. 


In this statement of American aims 


in the war, 
President AYilson makes 


still more clear the stand of this na- 
tion for a victory 
that will 
sweep 


away German autocracy and bring a 
peace that will be just alike to friend 
and foe, not vindictive as some of the 
powers might wish it to be in deal- 
ing with Germany vanquished. 


First of all is the firm determina- 


tion to win the war. but in conjunc- 
tion with this, President Wilson takes 
care to say that "just as soon as the 
German people shall have spokesmen 
whose word we can believe, and when 
those spokesmen 
are ready 
in 
the 


name of their people to accept the 
common judgment of the nations as to 
what shall henceforth be the bases of 
law and of covenant for the life of 
the world—wo shall 
be willing and 


glad to pay the full price for peace 
and pay it ungrudgingly. 


"We know what that price will be. 


It will be full, impartial justice—jus- 
tice done at every point and to every 
nation that the final settlement must 
affect 
our enemies 
as well as our 


friends." 


Confronted by such a statement as 


that, even 
such 
an ingenious liar 


as the kaiser .vill hardly daro to say 
that the allies are responsible for the 
further continuance of the war. 


The president expressed sympathy 


for Russia, the victim of German in- 
trigue, and intimated that had the al- 
lied leaders been 
more sympathetic 


from the first with Russia, she might 
have been held firmly linked to the 
cause of democracy to the end of the 
war. 


The declaration of war against Aus- 


tria-Hungary was dexterously 
offset 


by one of justice and sympathy for 
that dual empire as being the vassal 
of Germany. 
The president did not 


favor a. declaration 
of war against 


Bulgaria and Turkey, 
holding 
that 


they have been so dominated by Ger- 
many that they have not been free to 
adopt any other course than support 
of the Prussians. He did state, how- 
ever, 
that after 
the war 
Germany 


must relinquish her 
hold on 
these 


powers. 


The president's promises of justice 


to these and all the subject nations in 
the final council of war, must be re- 
assuring and cause them to ponder 
why they should longer continue tho 
destructive conflict. 


Perhaps the most significant part of 


President Wilson's speech is that in 
which he declares tha.t America will 
never admit the imperial empire into 
any league of nations unless the Ger- 
man people curtail the power of the 
present autocracy. He even holds out 
the threat of a commercial boycott af- 
ter the war, unless they get rid of 
the power that has attempted and U> 
an alarming extent succeeded to cap- 
ture other nations by combined force 
and intrigue. 


As this speech is to be widely cir- 


culated among all th« belligerent pow- 
ers, it will undoubtedly have a far 
reaching 
effect. 
In 
reference 
to 


troubles within our borders, the presi- 
dent referred 
to'them 
in a manner 


that shows no misgiving as to 
the 


power of the government to suppress 
them and to unite all citizens for the 
supremo effort to win the war at the 
earliest possible moment—thus to re- 
store peace and justice to all the na- 
tions and also to restore and rehabili- 
tate the world-wide civilization which 
Germany and.her allies have endeav- 
ored to destrov. 


even in open violation of tho plainest 
dictates of patriotism and loyalty to 
the government. 


But President Butler's 
report waa 


notable from another standpoint. He 
has suggested a plan for sifting the 
student body 
In order 
to ascertain 


those who are likely to make progress 
and those who are not. For each class 
ho 
would make 
different 
arrange- 


ments. 


One of the educational changes he 


suggests is a junior and a senior col- 
lege, one having a two-year course, 
the other 
a four-year course 
with 


technical training 
in the 
last 
two 


years. 


That is one of the 
great college 


needs of the country. 
A great many 


young men who spend four years at 
college without taking any step tow- 
ards technical preparation for a pro- 
fession, find themselves on the verge 
of manhood without a calling of any 
kind. 
A start of two years, say the 


last 
two years 
of their 
four-year 


course, would bo a great advantage 
and as college and professional studies 
could be carried on simultaneously, 
much would be gained in the direc- 
tion of fitting- for a profession while 
there 
would 
be but 
comparatively 


little interference with the actual col- 
lege course. 


This matter of a junior and a se- 


nior college is in line 
with the idea 


of a junior and senior high school. 


In both cases the proposed changes 


would render the educational courses 
more practical and much better adapt- 
ed to the 
educational 
needs of the 


youth of this age and nation. 


LOST WORLD RESPECT 


The kaiser's man, Chancellor Hert-

moved for what President Butler now 
holds to have been a negler-.t of their 
obligations to the university in which 
they were employed. 


As seven cities contended (or the 


birthplace of Homer, so, says Presi- 
dent Butler, no fewer thnn seven dif- 
ferent wits now contend for tho. au- 
thorship of the definition of acadomio 
freedom thus stated: "Academic free- 
dom means freedom to say what you 
think without thinking what you say." 


The whole question is thus plainly 


stated by President Butler: 


"What is constantly in danger, how- 


ever, is a Just sense of academic obli- 
gation. 
When a teacher accepts an 


invitation to become a member of an 
academic society, he thereupon loses 
some of the freedom that he formerly 
possessed. He remains as before sub- 
ject to tho restrictions and the pun- 
ishments of the law; but in addition 
he has voluntarily 
accepted the re- 


strictions put upon him by the tradi- 
tions, tho organization and the pur- 
poses of 
tho Institution 
with which 


no has become associated. Try as ho 
may he can no longer write or apcalt 
in his own name alone."

Since the beginning of the 
war it has more than quadrupled its 
clerical force of women employed in 
the department 
of the 
interior 
at 


Washington. 


In addition to its regular force of 


stenographers, 
typists, filing clerks, 


etc., who work during the day, the 
bureau has been compelled to employ 
a night force, and this Includes about 
twenty-live 
women. 
These 
night 
workers are employed at the rate of 
fifty cents an hour. 
The bureau of 


mines is endeavoring 
to make this 


work helpful to women who are out 
of work or awaiting employment, or 
require this extra help. 
No woman 


employed by the government during 
tho day is permitted to join the night 
force. 


At tho new 
Pittsburg experiment 
station, which lias just been complet- 


ed by the 
government at a cost of 


half a million dollars, women are be- 
ing employed as fast as male vacaru 
cies require and permit the substituj 
tion of female service. In the bureau 
of. mines' former force of two hun- 
dred employes at this station, which 
occupied the old Arsenal grounds, not 
a single woman was employed. 
They 


are_npw being employed as rapidly as 
vacancies, occur which they can fill.

North Billerica Boy 


Private Charles L. Buckley of Co. G,- 


104th Infantry, now in Franco, 
has 
sont a letter from tho firing line vicin- 
ity to his mother, Mrs. Lawrence W. 
Buckley of North Billerica. 
It is of 


unusual interest owing to the fact that 
the writer is but 17 years yid. The let- 
ter in part follows: 
Somewhere in France. 
Nov. 15. 1817. 
Dear Mother—I am writing to let 
you know that, I am well and feeling 
fins and I hope that you and pa and 
the rest of the family are the same. 
Our regiment is now quartered in a 
small town In France, 
tho name of 
which I am not allowed to give you at 
this time. We have been here for sev- 
eral weeks now and I cannot aay how 
much longer wo will remain. 
We had a grand trip across the ocean 
and it took us 14 days to come over. 
Wo had good weather nearly all th« 
time, but two days being rough, ai. 
though that was enough, believe me. 
The ship rocked so much during those 
two days that the dishes were knocked 
on: the table and were broken. 1 was 
not sick a bit and I enjoyed the trip 
very much, except that I was lonesome 
onco In a while, but I am all right now. 
We have good quarters here and wci 
are sleeping in houses 
with 
Prencli 
people. I am In a room with five Low- 
ell boys and we have a fireplace, chairs 
and table. We sit by the fireplace these 
evenings and talk about home. 
Then 
scmeono will say, "Let's go to tha 
Opera House tonight," and we all say, 
"All 
right, 
if we could only swim 
across the 
big pond." Never mind, 
mother, we will all be home 
before 
next Fourth of July, according to the 
way peoplo are talking in this section, 
for they say that the Germans are 
about all in and they are trying to 
bring about peace with the allies. 
I understand that they are now holj- 
ing a big peace meeting in Paris, and 
the American, English and French rep- 
resentatives are there. 
Tno allies will 
j.ot accept peace now on the terms of- 
fered. Some of the natives are betting 
that the war will be over soon after 
Christmas, and I hope that it is. I can't 
say that I like this country, in its pres- 
ent condition at any rate. It is not 
near as'nice as America, but I guess I 
can stand it until next summer, when 
1 will be homo to take care of tho gar- 
den for you. 
I am sending: you a silk handkerchief 
that I bought hero and you can keep It 


that I am well. The people over here 
think the world of us and nothing Is 
toe good for us. Believe me, if this war 
is over soon, and I live to see it, I will 
take tne first boat that sails to the 
good old U. S. A. The people over here 
are very glad that tha United States 
has come to their aid and they hope 
that they will do away with the Fritzes 
in short order. We are going to havi- 
a muster parade today and everybody 
must bo there. We have the Lewis ma- 
chine gun and it's a corker. 
It fires 
400 shots a minute. 


I received the tobacco that you sent 
and was very glad to got It, as It is 
very scarce over here. Gee! bvt I wish 
I was, home for Christmas. 


I don't think that the war vill be 
over yet a while. All the Germans are 
butchers and like to see the blood How 
but we will soon civilize them. I ex- 
pect to so to Scotland in two weeks 
If 1 don't go there I will be sent 
1-ranee.

When we landed in England it was 
raining hard, as 1 guess it rains there 
all the time.
